Two Passengers And

COLLISION QN A BRIDGE 


Substantial Railing Prevents 
Ve­ 
hicles From Toppling Over— 
Rushville Men Injured 


A passenger bus and a large stock 
truck figured in 
a serious 
mishap 
W<*dne day night about six o’clock,

Those in the passenger bus, which

chines failed to see each other

time on account of the rain and mist 
and they collid«*d on a narrow bridge.

sworn statements with the nu mber of 
cows in their herd, their color 
and 
name of each cow in their herd, with 
the clerk of the city of Ru shville, In­ 
diana, and a sworn statement of a reg­ 
u lar practicing veterinary that each of 
their cows are free from tu bercu losis 
and all other infectiou s diseases. 
Providing for additional cows to he 
added to the herd, and req u iring the 
clerk of the city of Ru shville, Indi­ 
ana, to issu e permits to sell milk and 
cream in the city of Ru shville, Indiana, 
and providing a fee for the issu ing of 
su ch permits. 
Mak ing it u nlawfu l for any person, 
firm or corporation to sell any milk 
or cream in the city of Ru shville, Indi­ 
ana, from cows or cow, which have not 
been tested by a regu lar 
practicing 
veterinary for tu bercu losis and all other 
infectiou s diseases and sworn state­ 
ments filed with the clerk of the city of 
Ru shville, Indiana, and permits issu ed. 
Providing a penalty for the violation 
of any of the provisions of the ordi­ 
nance, and mak ing each day that milk 
and cream is sold, in violation of the 
ordinance, a separate offense.

A passenger bus and a large stock 


truck figured in a serious mishap 
Wednesday night about six o'clock, 
on the Indianapolis road, just east 
of .New Palestine, and several per- 
sons narrowly escaped injuries, when 
the two machines collided and were 
badly wrecked.

The President's Message 


President Coolidge, in making tax 


reduction the leading recommenda- 
tion of his message to congress, has 
sensed the feeling of the country in 
regard to the matter and disregarded 
the wishes of the'small minority of 
radicals who want to put the excess 
profits features back in the federal 
tax law and increase the surtaxes. 


"Of all services which Congress 


can render to the country, I have no 
hesitation in declaring this one to be 
paramount," he said. "The .country 
wants this measure to have the right- 
of-way over, all others." 


Previous to the opening of con- 


gress, President Coolidge declared 
himself squarely behind the proposal 
for tax reduction made by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon. The 
mild-mannered man created some- 
what of a stir when he announced re- 
'cently that congress would be able 
to reduce income taxes $323,000,000 
if no extraordinary expenditures arc 
made. 


This, of course, eliminates the con- 


sideration of a soldiers' bonus, and 
the president again followed the cue 
of the secretary of 
the 
treasury, 


•when he declared himself unequivoc- 
ably opposed to the bonus at this 
time.

The .president made it very plain 


that "minding our own business" is 
to continue to be the foreign policy 
of the United States, meanwhile rec- 
ognizing- oar responsibility in help- 
ing: others, but "reserving to the de- 
cision of our own judgment the time, 
the place and the method."

nizes that domestic questions are the 
main problem of the country and that 
financial stability is vital. Protecting 
the budget system and reduction of 
taxes are the principal things that 


to followTUr: Coolidge's advice. 


The time has come, the president 


very truly said, to snare the bene-, 
fits, of governmental economies, pasf 
and in prospect, with the people by 
reducing the tax burden, and pointed 
out that this aim can be accomplished 
only by the rigorous adherence 
of 


congress to budget estimates an'3 the 
defeat by congress of all extraordin- 
ary measures not contemplated in the 
budget. .

There were two elections in. 1910

her), giving almost identical results 
— and the Conservatives, pledged to 
a tariff policy, very nearly won. The 
Conservatives actually secured a ma- 
jority over the Liberals — then reck- 
oned as the only serious second 
party, and who were then in power — 
and it was only by means of an a- 
grcemcnt with the Labor party and 
Irish Nationalists that Premier As- 
miith was able to continue in power.
